SPANIARDS ORDERED

President In*I*t« On Evacuation of 


Porto Biro and Cuba. 


Washington, Oct. 7—President Mc- 


Kinley has cabled the United States 
military commission at 
Porto Rico 


that the island must be evacuated by 
the Spanish forces on or before Octo- 
ber 18 and that the Spanish commis- 
sioners be so informed. 


In case of failure of the Spaniards 


to complete the evacuation by that 
date the United States commissioners 
are directed to take possession and 
exercise all the functions of govern- 
ment and in case it is found impossi- 
ble to secure transportation for the 
Spanish troops by October 13, JJiey may 
be permitted to go Into temporary 
quarters until transportation can be 
arranged to take them to Spain. 


This fact wag developed at today's 


cabinet meeting- and it was also stated 
that from this time forward a more 
vigorous policy would be pursued with 
respect to the evacuation of Cuba. 
The President has notified the United 
States evacuation commission at Ha- 
vana that the Spaniards would be ex-t 
pected to have evacuated the island 
by December 1 with a strong intima- 
tion that in case of failure the United 
States would brook no further delay 
but immediately take possession of 
the government.

island, and It is Impossible'to learn the 
result of yesterday's fl(ht. A posse of 
cftlzona succeeded In landing on Bear 
Island, secured th« bodies of four of the 
men killed in Wednesday's fight and 
brought away nine wounded soldiers.

Hot and 
nronmtio beverages, partlcnlarly coffee 
and tea* digest most easily two boors 
after iQgestion of tbo same, the stomach 
being normal aod almost ntnpty. Th» 
lesson of all this is that a man should 
drink ordinary water and not abuse 
gaseous beverages, which have lost 
their reputation as digestive liquids, ex- 
cept in certain pathological cases, of 
Which the phyaicisn ii the sole judge,—

CURTAIN RAISERS. 


Manilla Hemp. 


Every onglneer kuows what manilla 


bemp Is, bnt fow uro a,ware that it Is 
the product of a Bpacloa of banana, 
which la cultivated In certain localities 
In tbo Philippine Inlands. Thfi plant, 
oallod by the natives "abaca," tbrowi 
np a cluster cf sboathiug leaf stalks U> 
n hnlght of 20 or 80 feet, which eproad 
out at the top Into a orowp of huge, nu- 
diviilwl leaves. When it is 8 .years old, 
it Is ont down and the otnlks nr« torn 
into strips. Those rtrips, while still 
frosb, art drawn between A knife end a 
woodon block, and the soft cellulose 
matter in rumored. The fiber is then 
hnng np to dry In the open air nutil it 
is fit for nso. Each stalk gives about a 
pound of fiber, and two natives will 
turn oat abont tfl poandi • day. Tha 
inside fiber, 'irhic'h la tbin and Weak, Is 
mod by th. nntiTe* for making articles 
of droas. The familiar manllla rope i* 
made from tho fiber of tho inter Invsr, 
which It hard nnd strong. The wholo 
Eupyly of umntlla licnip practically 
come* from tbo rhllippluw, and tbo 
Unitedatatc8noniimnes41 per cent of It. 
Last year tlrts country took 417,478 
balei out of rhn S25.030 bales cmparteil, 
Great Britain coming next with 885,- 
182 bales. Tim continent of Enropa took 
82,878. bales.

Address of Chairman of the Slate Re-

Our victory won the confidence 


of the world, not only In the ability, but 
in the purpose as well of the nation to 
hold its obligations sacred. 
Tfie fruit 


of our victory was soon to bo garnered; 
tire Justification of our opinion was soon 
to be recorded. ElghU'en months passed 
and the nation, after a generation of 
peace, turned from Its plensant path- 
ways to face the unknown perils of 
foreign war. 
There was hardly a 


tremor tn our financial system. 
Our 


outs<tan<iUig 
obligations 
maintained 


their value in the market place. Every 
piece of silver and paper money current 
was accepted at Its face without ques- 
tion- Gold remained in abundant quan- 
tities in the treasury, In the banks, and 
In the channels of trado. When, the gov- 
ernment offered to the world two hun- 
dred millions of our 3 per cent, bonds, 
payable principal and Interest in coin, 
although men krraw that by their letter 
they might be paid In silver do'lars of 
half the intrinsic value of those by which 
they were purchased, yet so convinced 
were they of tiro good faith of the Amer- 
ica n people that the offer was overbid 
many times, and-today these bonds are 
selling at a premium of more than 5 per 
cent. 


I assert, gentlemen of the convention, 


that, making due allowance for the em- 
barrassment of a hostile senate, and re- 
membering that more than two yeara 
must pass before the promises of our 
platform are overdue, the fidelity with 
which the Republican party has sus- 
tained Its professions and the celerity 
with which It has fulfilled them finds no 
parallel in political history. 


Since last we met, unhappily we»have 


engaged in war. Happily and glorious- 
ly we have ended It. It has not been a 
war of party or «f section, but of the 
whole American people. But for its be- 
ginning and conduct our party is Justly 
accountable. We were brought face to 
face with unforeseen responsibilities, 
Let us consider how we have met and 
dealt with them. On the 4th of March, 
1897, we sedated In the presidential chair 
William McKtnley of Ohio. What true 
American in the recesses of his own soul 
regrets it now ? The cloud no larger than 
a man's hand which had been hanging 
upon our horizon these many years, al- 
most unnoticed by any exempt those 
whose especial duty It was to watch the 
weather, began to grow darker and 
darker and more threatening. Now and 
again there came from it a, flash of light- 
ning: and the roll of distant thunder. 
We pausad, turned 
from our work, 


looked, perhaps with growing appre- 
hension Tn our hearts, bxit soon returned 
again, comforting ourselves with the 
belief that It would break and pass away. 
Finally that happened in the treacher- 
ous harbor of Havana which arrested 
and fastened the attention of all. We 
saw that blackness had overspread the 
sky, relieved only by the angry yellow 
tinge which betokens the ^torm. Then, 
not forgetting those who manned her, 
all looked to the pilot of the Ship of 
State. There has never been anything 
more beautiful 
than the 
confidence i 


with which the people leaned upon the 
i 


president in tbe hour of peril. They In- 
• 


stinctively realized the truth of the 
maxim of statecraft that the executive 
power alone can deal Intelligently and 
effectively with foreign relations. They 
knew William McKInley as a states- 
man of long experience and profound 
convictions. They knew him as some- 
time a soldier In the ranks, loving peace 
and hating peace as they loved peace 
and hated war. They felt sure that he 
loved, his country and Its Christian civili- 
sation. And an tbey trusted him and 
were willing to follow wherever he led, 
whether to honorable peace or necessary 
war. 


There is an opinion abroad, fostered 


by some newspapers of influence and 
shared by many men who desire to sesk 
the truth, that the president was force.! 
into a war which he believed to be-avoid- 
able, by the pressure of thoughtless pao- 
plefc of the press and of congress. It is 
worth while to Inquire whether such Is 
the fact. I find no place in which this 
charge, alike against the president, con- 
gress and the country is more concisely 
and clearly stated than In the words 
which I shall read. T say the charge 
against theprf siilent, because If he, hav- 
ing tbe primary control of our foreign 
ftffairs, hud consented to and advised a 
War which he believed to be unnecessary 
and therefore uniuntiflable, he woulil HI 
deserve the oommendationa which we so 
willingly give him. I quote the words of 
a man of sincerity and high purpope.who 
lias won the respect und affection of 
many men, but who unfortunately is 
unable to se£ either the good in our time 
or the evil In times which are past, [n 
a recfint address Charles Eliot Norton 
said: "The orenldent and our minister' 
to Spain, hjlh presumably better In- 
formed of the conditions than any other 
men, 
declared their belief that the ends 


we had a right to peek could be secured 
by negotiation and urged that the at- 
tempt thus to obtain them nhould not 
be abandoned. But crjnsrrfss, represent- 
ing the nation, refused to listen to tho 
counsels of prudence, patience nnd of 
peace. The national conscience seemed 
dead tn the Fin of war and the national 
Imagination was dull to the results of 
evil." H«ro IB n rtl«tlnrt R*?«!ortion thnt 
the president declared his belief that 


we could obtain our Just requirements 
by diplomacy and urged that It should 
not be abandoned. Nothing could be 
more grotesquely untrue. What he did 
declare was that diplomacy had failed. 
What he did urge %-as that he should 
be authorized to intervene in the affairs 
of Cuba with the army and navy of the 
United States, In effect his advice was 
not for the continuation of diplomacy, 
but for the heglnnUiK of war.

fay. The news of tho destruction of the 
Maine on the evening of Fchrum? 15th, 
created the moat Intense excitement In 
the country. It wan followed by a sober 
determination to await the result of an 
liU'eittigatton.

Th* Republi- 
can hpufo of representative fr«ah from 
th* paopl* and seeking to do their will, 
under th* leadership^ tha treat *tat*«- 
man who was hie rival, etood by th* 
rlpht hand of the president OB Immova- 
ble aa our gre.nlts hills. Ther* were res- 
olution."! introduced, thvre were fVry 
speeches uttered, there were attempts 
mndo to spur the house into InconsM 
erate action, but they failed. The ooi' - 
try reaped the fruits of Its wind"-' n 
placing 51 more Republicans thnri n ni- 
ce-rate In the huu.ie of icprc" •-'nfves, 
and the president was led with a free 
hand. At last he spoke tn ormgTPSB and 
the country. In the me--»-\jy<» of April 
lith ho lieplns by saylnp. "Obedient (o 
that precept of ttie constitution which 
commands the president to give, from 
time to time, to the rnnsress Informa- 
tion of the stata of the union and to 
rcrommend to their consideration uuch 
measures as ho shall judge necppsury 
and expedient, it becomes my duty now 
to nddrpss ynur body with r.*K«ircl to the 
grave crisis that has .arisen In tho rela- 
tions of tha United State* to Spain by 
reason of the warfare that for more thin 
three years hns raprrt In the neighboring 
Island of Cuba." He will then jylve In- 
formation and make, recommendation!*. 
We shall see whether he declared his be- 
lief in the effectiveness of diplomacy 
and urged Its con tin wane P. He continues 
with n. review of the conditions In Cuba, 
declaring that the conflict there "was 
not civilized warfare; It was extermina- 
tion. The only peace It could ha^et tvas 
that of the wilderness and the grave." 
He relates the history of the negotia- 
tions uHh Spain and says that with the 
last overture and its disappointing re- 
ception "the executive is brought to the 
end of hfe effort." He discusses the va- 
rious modes of action which had been 
suggested and asserts that "the only 
hope of relief and repose from a condi- 
tion which can no longer be endured ia 
the enforced pacification of Cuba-." Ap- 
pealing to the namarfof'humanity, ofi civ- 
ilization and of ensuring: American In- 
terests, he says: "In view of these facta 
and of these considerations, I ask the 
congress to authorize and empower the* 
president to take measures to secure a 
full and final termination of hostilities 
between the government of Spain and 
the people of Cuba, and to secure In the 
Island the establishment1 offaVatabtefjov- 
ernment, capable of maintaining; ordsr 
and observing- Its international cbifea- 
tlons, Injuring: peace and trunquilfty 
and the security of Its citizens as well 
as our own, and to use the military and 
naval forces of the United States as may 
be necessary for these purposes. 


"The issue is now with the congress. 


It Is a solemn responsibility. I have ex- 
hausted every e~ffort to relieve the intol- 
erable condition of affairs which is at 
our doors. Prepared to execute every 
obligation Imposed upon me by the con- 
stitution and the law, I await your ac- 
tion." 


There are th« president's own words. 


They are writ large so that no man may 
misunderstand them. I am at the end of 
my effort. Diplomacy has failed. Glva 
me the army and navy that with them I 
may make peace by force of arms. Then 
and not till then did congress act. The 
appeal of the president was answered 
by clothing him with the authority 
which he asked, in an att which met his 
approval as soon as It reached him. An 
act from whfch the Republican house, 
again supporting tbe president's policy, 
eliminated the recognition of the insur- 
gent government In Cuba. 


Th« eharge that congress, urged on by 


the people, insisted upon abandoning di- 
plomacy and beginning war, against the 
advice of tbe executive's disproved by 
the clearest evidence, open to the exami- 
nation of all men. He who repeats the 
charge can excuse his malice only by as- 
serting his ignorance, 


I will not recount, the splendid achieve- 


ments In the wnr which followed. Begun 
by declaration on April 25th, it ended by 
protocol on August 12th. Our arms upon 
land and sea were successful beyond the 
dreams of hope. Our own common- 
wealth has borne its full share of* suf- 
fering and gathered Us full share of 
laurel. She has given to the country tho 
secretary of the navy. We take no espe- 
cial pride that Long has held that high 
office. Jt is not that. But because de- 
veloping under unexpected strew, he so 
dW the work of his trust that nothing 
seems to have been left undone and 
nothing done in vain; because against 
his administration charges of favorit- 
ism or incapacity ore unheard and im- 
possible; because he BO managed and 
directed our navy that he is entitled to 
sharr- In the imperishable renown -which 
It has won; not because he has held the 
office, but because he has held it BO well, 
we are proud and rejoice with exceeding 
gladness. 


Ours is no longer one of the greater 


state? of the Union, yet wherever there 
r/as hardship, suffering, danger or death 
to be met, there were trip men of Ma*>sa- 
rhusetts. On the quarter deck and br- 
hind tho guns in Manila bay, with Hob- 
son in his de^poratr venture.fn the- death 
of Cevera's fleet, watchins through the 
long nights of the weary blockade, with 
the firing line and in the trenches before 
Pantingo, in the front ranks at Porte 
Rico, and. al'oa, in the camp where pesti- 


lence reigned, go where you will, you 
will find our kin. 


It does not tebflen the sorrow of each 


desolate linme thai they are few In num- 
ber, yet in comparison with what our 
armies hav* won, as wars go, our loss 
was small. 
If one had predicted how 


small, he would have been called an Idle 
dreamer. There Is one dark shadow upon 
the picture. The apprehension that there 
has been suffering nnd death 
whfch 


might have been prevented haunts us, 
and will not down at our bidding, I am 
rot dlppnftpil to ftntldpntp th<» flndlnpi 
of a commission of inquiry. If for any 
reason the one already constituted finds 
Its powers iTiHuflVleM, or Its reaults In- 
conclusive, another can be provided act- 
Ing under the authority of the congreFB, 
equipped with ample funds and 
the 


power to summon witnesses, administer 
oaths nnd punish for contempt. Let us 
not judge hastily how much of the suf- 
fering, disease and death In our armies, 
at the front and in the camps of Instruc- 
tion, was the Inevitable results of the 
cruelties of war, how much was due to 
insufficient preparation and a defective 
military system, and how much can bo 
traced tu incapacity or negligence. The 
truth will became manifest In time. If 
there be thone. who arc proved to bo I 
guilty, he sure that they, high and Ion- 
alike, will be held to account.

TLi'J'els not room for consideration of In- 
terest or discussion of policy here. There 
Is only the ei triple question of common 
honesty. At the threshold of our un- 
dertaking w* solemnly disclaimed any 
Intention of controlling the Island ex- 
cept for its pacification and asserted our 
determination to leave Ita government 
to Its Own people. We owe It to tbe peo- 
ple of Cuba, to foreign nations, and to 
our own honor to make this pledge pood 
If we can. .We cannot leave the- island to 
ariardhy. Our paramount duty 1* to In- 
sure a stable government under which 
property, liberty and life shall be secure. 
Let us see to it that that government 
firm 11 be en Independent government by 
the people who inhabit the island. If 
any act or restraint of ours can secure 
this result that act and restraint Is due 
from us. W)ien order is restored, In- 
dustry prevails and free government, be- 
comes possible, let the people of Cuba 
se-ttle the destines of their country for 


In the dlsposllloniof.the Philippine isl- 


ands lies th« problem which perplexes us 
most, flow little we thought a year ago 
that we should be dlscueslng tnday the 
control ot Islands In the Asiatic waters. 
How short has been out time for the 
acquisition of knowledge concerning 
thorn and for due deliberation upon our 
duty. It Is not to be charged to weak- 
ness that so many doubt and hesitate. 
We are dealing with the destinies not 
only of the Islands themselves but of 
p-eperatlins of Americans yet unborn. 
The consequences of our decision are 
enormous, and we may well withhold it 
until our mUids are Illumined by the 
light of the fullest knowledge. The prob- 
lem Is ensy for those who would settle 
it by rhetoric nnd declare in sounding 
phrase that we shall never lower the flag 
where it has once been raised. We may 
be sure that wherever the flag has been 
raised, the Ideas of freedom and civiliza- 
tion which it represemtB will be Implant- 
ed and remain forever. But we are strong 
enough atwl just enough to raise 6r lower 
our fiag wh«re our interest and honor 
require and need ask the consent of no 


problem Is easy again for those who 
would settle it by some time-honored 
maxim o£ the fathers, wrested from its 
true meaning:, and who, thus Influenced, 
would turn thrir bnck upon our con- 
quests and leave them to their fate. But 
we cannot dtvest ourselves of our burden 
go lightly. We cannot play the part ol 
the prleet and the Levlte and pass by on 
th« Other ride. We have destroyed the 
only civil' government In the Philip- 
pines and we cannot avoid the respon- 
BlbHity of replacing it with another. We 
cannot turn over the city of Manila to 
pillage or abandon the Islands to the rule 
of tha sword. We cannot, having used 
them for our own ends, return our allies 
to the revenge of their old masters. I 
for one have no plan of settlement, 
specific In its details, to propose to you. 
I make no apology for that. The ques- 
tion is now In the domain of diplomacy. 
Those who represent us there have 
sources of Information which,are denied 
to us. There we may leave It for a time, 
with the confident hope that in making 
the treaty of peace the president and his 
advisers will forget neither our Interest, 
our duty, nor our honor.

seas and In the West Indies become ter- 
ritories of the United States or nut. they 
Will be opened- as markets for our prod- 
ucts.

For SI2.OOO. 


MORE WILL SOON BE PURCHASED 


Syndicate Land Was Technically Not 


Bought Witn 
Money Appropri- 


ated by the City. Plans 


For Enlarged Grounds. 


The *eal was completed last even- 


in;; by which the ailrte, for the normal 
school, bouRht 
the 
ndaitionul land 


"which bus been under discussion for 
so Ions a lime. 
The property pur- 


chased was that adjoining the school 
tu the south, held by the syndicate, 
und over which there has bucn miu-h 
discussion. The transaction was made 
through the H. S. Lyons agency, and 
the price- paid was $12,080. 


The announcement that the state 


had bought the syndicate property 
caused n.nnc surprise, aa there had 
been ;,nuoh opposition to it on the 
par! of the city. When the council 
jnade the appropriation of $5,000 which 
the state requited before It would give 
iho ?15,OOQ the committee making the 
favoiable 
report 
inserted a clause 


practically against the purchase of 
the syndicate land, providing for the 
purchase of the land to the west only. 
The order passed by the council, how-i 
ever, had no stipulations that would 
hold. 


In the purchase of the land the 


board made It emphatic, however, thai 
the city's money was not used, and 
that the price was paid from the state's 
appropriation. The check sent by the 
city is being held, as a technical as- 
surance that only land to the west 
of the school will be bought with it. 


The owners of the property were 


Caesar Cesana, F. L. TIHon and Dr 
Arthur Mignault. Some time ago the 
property was held at $14,000, but the 
holders finally sold for $1,920 under that 
figure. At this figure the syndicate 
makes a profit of $3,000 for each mem- 
ber. 
It is understood that Lawrence 


avenue, the street that would have 
divided the state and syndicate prop- 
erties, will be closed, and that all the 
normal school land wrtl be in one piece. 


Of the total amount, $20,000, allowed 


by-the state and city, there now re- 
mains nearly $8,000 to be expended, 
and it, is the intention of the state 
board of education to buy the three 
lots to the west of the school, filling 
out the square to Montana street. This 
property is already practically secured, 
although the papers have not been 
passed. The rest of the money, after 
buying this, will be used for grading, 
but this will not be -expensive. 


On the land to the west a field for 


outdoor sports will be laid out, and 
the propertyf-will be an excellent one 
in, every respect. The syndicate land 
will be held as a part of the property 
to be built on when the ^school needs 
more room. 


The transaction was derided on at 


a meeting of the state board of edu- 
cation yesterday in Boston, but no 
further details of their intentions as 
a result of the meeting have been made 
know n to the normal school authori- 
ties here.

Chapln of Wegtfield, P. F. Coburn of 
Lowell, and F. P. Murdock of this city. 


The morning was spent in inspecting 


the school property and the various de- 
partments. • The visitors were greatly 
.pleased with the local school, and es- 
pecially with the trftinlnsr school, which 
surpasses many of the others In the 
state. This school has the only de- 
partment of physical culture in the 
state schools, and the facilities for 
work impressed the principals most 
favorably.

TRUST 
WAVERING. 


Members Not So Enthusiastically United 


As At First. Small Dealers Watch- 


ing the Outcome. 


There are indications that the meat 


trust which has 
been lighting the 


housekeepers for the past few weeks 
is losing In strength, and that In a 
short time there will be a break in 
its membership which will effectually 
put an end to the carer of Illegitimate 
high prices. The newa of the organi- 
zation's doings which has been pub- 
lished by The Transcript has resulted 
in a general Interest In the trust on the 
part of the buyers, and the dealers 
have been troubled, they claim, with 
many embarrassing questions. It is 
this disposition on the part of the pub- 
lic to question the right of any body 
of dealers to raise prices to suit their 
own desires, that has caused some of 
the members to discuss the advisa- 
bility of maintaining the position that 
has been taken. 


In addition to the probability of 


'opposition from without, several of the 
prominent 
members have expressed 


themselves as almost ready to give up 
the principles of the association, and 
it is probable that within a short time 
that body will be obliged to suhmit 
to the opinion of the members who 
see the inevitable result of continuing 
trust prices. Already in some stores 
prices have taken a fall, and the uni- 
formity is broken. 


Meanwhile the small dealers, some 


of whom were shut off from their sup- 
plies last Saturday, are watching the 
affairs of the trust with great inter- 
est. 
They feel more confident this 


week, that no attempt will be made to 
shut them out again. Some of them 
have made arrangements to get meat 
from other sources if their regular 
wholesalers refuse them this week.

& Aldrlch of Bueton, with a large fac- 
tory at Natick. Mr. Johnson waa In 
the city last night and this morning, 
accompanied by the director of the 
Natick factory, and Mr. Aldrlch waa 
expected today. 


The company thinlcs either of buy- 


ing or leasing the factory building on 
Lincoln street, and of starting with a 
full force. This would mean employ- 
ment for about 250 or 300 persons. The 
firm now manufactures a very heavy 
grade' of shoes at N.-itiok, and would 
make in the local factory a lighter 
grade, to increase the variety of their 
stock. 


They seemed well satisfied with the 


local situation, and if they come here, 
they will lose no time in starting the 
work.

They took 
occasion to show their interest In the 
school by speaking to the pupils who 
were assembled in the hall as usual 
on Friday.

pupil. 


Mr. Hopkins' hlnta in regard to the

pupils were exhorted to strive earnestly 
to maintain the honor of the school 
which has always been a source of 
pride to all Drury graduates. 


Supt. Hall then gave a brief but 


interesting talk on the work and fu- 
ture of the school, in which the fol- 
lowing facts concerning the last grad- 
uating class of Interest to the public 
were brought out. Of the 42 pupils who 
graduated last June, 21 have entered 
colleges, scientific or normal schools. 
So far as we can learn only two or

slightly. 
No pupils recommended for 


admission failed to enter. On the other 
hand information hns just been receiv- 
ed that the two pupils who took ex- 
aminations for the Boston Institute of 
Technology not only entered without 
conditions but with honor, both being 
allowed to take second year work in 
mathematics. 
One has also been ad- 


mitted to the second year course in 
French. 


The class who are to graduate next 


June will probably number about 30 
and are not likely to lower in any way 
the standards set by their predeces- 
sors. It Is understood that the com- 
mittee do not favor allowing any pu- 
pils to make up deficiencies during the 
summer vacation. 
Pupils who can 


not come up to the required standards 
from term to term must not expect 
any encouragement 
in 
the line of 


cramming for examinations. The only 
pupils who studied through the vaca- 
tion last year, under a Drury Instruc- 
tor were such as had skipped a year's 
course previously or were not certi- 
ficated on account of a misunderstand- 
ing between the school and college 
authorities.
